Despite Governor Neff’s veto of the eon- 
earrent resolution providing for a committee to visit Davis Moun­ 
tains with a view to establishing a state park there, the same 
icgifclative committee will make the tour. 
This was made cer­ 
tain when the Senate adopted, without opposition, a simple res- 
t Int ion, not vetoable by the Governor, and the House adopted, SI 
lo 32, the same resolution. 
Speaker Charles G. Thomas an­ 
nounced that he would appoint on the committee from the House 
Representatives Seagler of Anderson, Williams of McLennan, Da- 
vis of Dallas and Shearer of Chambers. 
This is identically the, 
same committee which Speaker Thomas had appointed under 
the terms of the resolution which Governor Neff vetoed. 
Lieu­ 
tenant Governor Lynch Davidson announced that he would re­ 
appoint Senators Wood of Williamson and Bailey of De Witt on 
the new committee* but under the terms of the Senate resolution 
there are to be live members, and the Lieutenant Governor has 
not made up his mind as to who the other members will be. The 
Senate resolution differs from the House resolution, because it 
calls for the committee to make a tour of inspection of the Palo 
Buro Canyon. The Palo Buro Canyon is near Amarillo, and for 
years the people of the Panhandle have been contending for the 
establishment of a state park in the canyon. 
Representative

A. & M. Experts Unearth 
Prehistoric Skeleton 


(Galveston News Special) 
San Leon, Texas, Aug. 22.—Scientists who have been engag­ 
ed during (he past week in unearthing and taking up the remains 
oi the skeleton of a prehistoric animal imbedded in the bank of 
Galveston Bay at San Leon, believed Saturday afternoon that 
they were near the end of their work. Besides the animal's skull, 
its left tusk was found, and it was thought by the scientists that 
this was probably all of the skeleton that would be discovered 
until on Friday afternoon one of the ribs was unearthed, together 
with a section of its vertebrae. Quite a number of the animals 
teeth and small pieces of bone and ivory have been found. The 
bones of the lower jaws are not attached to the skull, but Satur­ 
day about noon Dr. O. M. Ball, professor of biology at the Texas 
A. and M. College, who had been delving with hands and feet in

the depression from which the skull 
was taken announced that he had 
located something imbedded in the 
clay thul was very probably the miss­ 
ing jaws, and that an effort would 
be made to bring it to the surface. 
Like the Elephant. 
Dr. 0. I*. Hay, associate in palen- 
tology of the Carnegie Institution of 
W ashington, who is with the party at 
San Leon, said that enough of the 
skeleton had been brought to light to 
identify Its species and the age in 
which it had lived. 
This particular 
animal was not much larrger than the 
ordinary modem eh phant he said 
and did not differ much from the 
present-day elephant in appearance, 
except that its tusks were ten or 
twelve inches in length, and were 
light inches in diameter near the 
base. 
The tusk which was found is 
broken into several pieces, and the 
cross section of each piece shows that 
it is Composed of eight layers of 
ivory. 
The outer end of the tusk is 
bort distance on top and it comes 
to almost a fine point at the extreme 
end. 
On one side it is worn nearly 
flat for a space of approximately six 
■inches, indicating that the big beast 
that carried it around whetted it at 
intervals, keeping it in trim for pos- 
possible use against enemies. 
This particular species, known by

scientists as the Elephas Columbia, 
belonged to the Pleistocene age, ac­ 
cording to Dr. Hay, who believes 
that this animal lived in the early 
part of that age some 400,000 or 500,- 
000 years ago. 
Many Skeletons Found. 
“Skeletons of 
prehistoric animals 
un* found all telor^ /the (Southern 
Atlantic and gulf coasts,” said Dr. 
Hay, “the most of which are at ap­ 
proximately the same depth as the 
skeleton at San l^eon. Skeletons have 
also been unearthed at many points in 
Texas, and they consist of a dozen 
species of horses, camels, long-horn­ 
ed buffaloes, 
tigers, 
saber-toothed 
tigers and elephants.” 
The skull and larger section of the 
tusk excavated in cement and special­ 
ly boxed, and after being placed in the 
museum at the Texas A. and M. Col­ 
lege, the cement will be chiseled off. 
There are ten men in the party, and 
they are equippd with 
two 
motor 
trucks and all necessary tools for ex­ 
cavating, 
cementing, 
boxing 
and 
transporting all of the skeleton that 
may be found. Other scientists in the 
party besides Dr. Hay are Dr. Mark 
Francis, dean of the school of veterin­ 
ary medicine; Dr. O. M. Ball, profes­ 
sor of biology, and W. W. Kraft, su­ 
perintendent of buildings and college 
utilities, the latter three being con­ 
nected with the Texas A. and M. Col-

CHICAGO'S SECOND 
GREATEST LIBRARY 
BORN AMID BIG FIRE 


(By Associated Proas I 
Chicago, A ug. 24.— W hen Chicago 
this fall observes the 50th anniver- 
sary o f the great fire that destroyed 
this city, it w ill recall that its public 
library, now the second largest in the 
world, w as born in that conflagration. 
The library owes its start to British 
sym pathy for the stricken city which 
found its expression in books. 
The prime m over in England was 
Thomas 
H ughes, 
author 
of 
“Tom 
Brown’s School D ays.” H is proposa1 
resulted in tw elve thousand volumes 
besides a sum of m oney being sin' 
here from Great E ritian, The chib 
dren’s room in the library is called 
the “Thomas H ughes Room .” 
The 
chief prize of the Chicago public Ii 
brary is an autographed copy of “Th* 
Early Y ears of the Prince Consort” 
that Queen Victoria sent. It was a 
volume of m emoirs of her husband 
that sh'1 had h id compiled. The Queer 
inscribed it for Chicago on Nov. 13 
■ 871, five w eeks after the fire of Oct 
9, and long before a city library had 
taken shape here. 
Hughes had visited Chicago several 
w a r s before the fire and made a num- 
ber of friends. On hearing of the dis

POISONS SOLDIERS

San A ntonio, T exas, A ug. 25.— One 
j soldier is dead and seven others are 
in an arm y hospital here in a serious 
condition due to a food poisoning be­ 
lieved to be botulism resulting from 
cating uncooked sau sage a few days 
ago. 
W hile the clinical exam ination 
made by m edical officers show s that 
the m alady is botulism , a laboratory 
i t 1 is now under w ay. 
The disease 
is believed to be the sam e that caus­ 
ed several deaths a few years ago 
from ea tin g of ripe olives. 
Sym ptom s appeared the day after 
the uncooked sau sage w as eaten, the 
men becom ing 
dizzy, 
their tongues 
sw ellin g, and fin ally a paralysis of 
the throat resulted, which made sw ab; 
low ing im possible. 
The disease was 
far advanced before the exact naturel 
of the trouble w as ascertained, and |
